Any state 
tax boost 
to be small

GRANITE CITY — Approval 
of a_cigarette tax increase by 
the General Assembly this year 
seems likely, an audience of 60 
business and governmental lead- 
ers was told Wednesday. 

State Rep. Sam Wolf, D-Gran- 
ite City, addressed the March 
community prayer breakfast, 
sponsored by Granite City Rotar- 
ians and heid at the First Season 
restaurant. Nestle Co. Inc. was 
the host. 


Reviewing legislative pros- 
pects, Wolf, now in his seventh 
term, said it also is possible that 
the state gasoline tax might be 
increased several cents a gallon 
to provide more funds for road 
construction and maintenance. 


“It’s important that we be 
conservative about the fuel tax 
because border areas like this 
can suffer greatly, with custom- 
ers attracted to other states not 
only for gasoline, but also for 
other retail items,” Wolf said. 

“We need to keep in mind that 
our, state imposes both a 13-cent 
fuel tax and also a sales tax on 
gasoline.” 


Because of an impasse 
betweeh Gov. James Thompson 
and Héase Speaker Michael 
Madigan over whether a state 
income tax is needed, few are 
predicting: that the income tax 
will be changed, Wolf said. 


The speaker praised Quad City 
area progress, including re-open- 
ing the big American Steel Foun- 
dries plant and authorizing a 
massive federal-state-local flood 
protection project.

Important: Tax-exempt 
income (e.g., municipal bond 
interest), and nontaxable income 
(e.g., Social Security payme 
are not part of gross income.

There is no gross income test for 
your child or stepchild if he is

This change may actually help 
children in i income families. 
Here’s -why. iidren who can be 
claimed as dependents on their 
parents’ return cannot claim a 
personal exemption for them- 
selves on their own returns. 

Meanwhile, the tax benefit for 
exemptions is phased out for 
married couples with 1989 
incomes in excess of $155,320, 
$128,760 for those filing as heads 
of households or $93,130 for sin- 
gles. (These figures- rise with 
inflation.) 

Under. the new law, the par- 
ents will not be eligible to claim 
the over-age-23 student as a 
dependent. So the child can 
claim a personal exemption to 
shelter some of his or her own 
income from tax. And the par- 
ents lose nothing of value since 
exemptions save them no taxes 
anyway. 

You can claim a dependency 
deduction for your child ‘in col- 
lege, as long as you provide 
more than half of his or her sup- 
port. Good news: The tax law 
may make it easier than you 
might think to claim your col- 
lege-bound child as a dependent 

Key tax breaks: 

(1) The income limit that usu- 
ally applies to dependents does 
not apply to children in school 

(2) The tax law's definition of 

“support’’ allows you to claim 
your child as a dependent even
